West Palm Beach, Fla., Septem- 
ber 20.—As we approach nearer to the 
belt swept by the hurricane of Friday 
night and Saturday the exaggerated 
reports of deaths and losses diminish. 

The thousand deaths first reported 
in the greater Miami area have been 
reduced in latest estimates to 125 with 
probably 100 in all at Hollywood, 
Ojus and Dania. 

The losses of life at Clewiston on 
the south border of the lake and 
Moorehaven on the west shore are re- 
ported to have been numerous but no 
trustworthy authority has yet given 
an estimate of the total. 

250 Lives Lost. 

From what is now actually known | 
the lives lost in the hurricane path 
from Miami Beach to Tampa should 
total around 250. 

The money losses from damage te 
business: houses and residences in the 
Miami area are figured by actuaries 
who surveyed the region Sunday at 
not more than $13,000,000 instead of 
the $100,000,000 estimated while the 
wreckage looked huge and far spread 
and excited eyes made the calculation. 
One of the largest building contractors 
who toured the path of the storm on 
Sunday said the total loss would be 
around $10,000,000. 

Damages To Homes. 

The bulk of the damages was done 
to homes. Some 10,000 of them in 
the hurricane track ‘had roofs lifted 
or partially ripped away, windows 
‘and doors smashed in, porches de- 
molished and light garages hammered 
to pieces. Eight thousand of them 
are dwellings of the simplest sort, not 
cost’. of eonstruction and the restora- 
tions will not average in cost over 

$500 each. The losses of merchandise | 
stocks and household goods in homes | 
together will fall within $1,000,000.

100-mile wind reported at 5 p. m. The tropical radio © 
‘station operator at Mobile reported to the New Orleans 
station that heavy property damage, already amounting 
to at least $500,000, had been done. The last direct re- 
port from Pensacola came just before all wires were lost 
and told of the 100-mile wind. 

While newspapermen and others struggled to reach the 
newly stricken cities to the westward, Miami, Fort Lauderdale, 
Hollywood, Dania, Clewiston, Moorhaven and other cities hit 
two days ago began to get out word of their plight and their 
needs. The known death list compiled from all sources was 
set at 368 with estimates of the final total ranging from 543 to 
'659 and with the known injured fixed at 1,532 and estimates 
‘fixing the total at from 3,981 to 4,061.

TELEPHONE STORM 
LOSS ENORMOUS 


Reports from the Florida storm 
area received at the general offices 


of the Southern Bell Telephone and 
Telegraph company Sunday and Mon- 
day indicate that the telephone com- 
pany suffered enormous damage on 
the east coast of Florida south of 
West Palm Beach. All long distance 
lines extending into Miami were pros- 
trated and in some instances the lines 
were entirely blown away. Of 1,200 
poles between Hollywood and Miami, 
JUO were down, and of these 700 
were broken off by the foree of the 
wind. At various other points be- 
tween West Palm Beach and Miami. 
sections of the line were put out of 
commission. 

At the time of the storm the tele- 
phone company had several construe- 
tion crews with a total of 150 men at 
work in the section between Miami 
and West Palm Beach. These men 
and all others who could be concen- 
trated at West Palm Beach were sent 
toward Miami, establishing long dis- 
fance connection as they proceeded. 
Reports indicated that the work was 
progressing under great dificulty. 
owing to the quantity of debris and 
to the severe damage to the former 
toll line. 

Telephone workers from Miami who 
have made their way to West Palm 
Beach report that all aerial wire con- 
struction in Miami, including tele- 
phone cables and electrie light wires, 
is a total wreck. While the under- 
ground telephone system is intact, it 
has been badly’ damaged. 

Buildings Damaged.
